no tam.pering with old age pen­ 
sions. 
The replies showed an as­ 
sembly almost united in its deter­ 
mination to maintain the payments 
to the oldsters, a program that al­ 
ways takes the giant share of so­ 
cial security's millions. 
If there is any budget cutting 
to be done apparently the law­ 
makers would prefer to see it done 
in 
the 
agency’s 
administrative 
funds—operating costs that took 
S2,500,000 of the more than $31,- 
000.000 that went into the depart­ 
ment two years ago. 
“This next session,” said Rep. 
B E. Caruthers (R) Farmington, 
“should place special emphasis on 


old age assistance to the end that 
the aged might receive reasonable 
payments. 
We should establish a 
more 
economical social security' 
set-up.” 
“I do not believe in spending 
money for useless investigations,'* 
said Rep. W. W. Sunderwirth, a 
Republican newcomier from Cedar 
county, “but en ugh facts should 
be available to permit the legisla­ 
ture to make an intelligent investi­ 
gation." 
The problems of social security- 
are an old refrain in Missouri’s 
legislative halls. 
The last regular session liter­ 
ally opened and closed on a chorus 
of old age pensi n and relief de- 
bates. 
It was an argument o\'er 
relief that kept the session w ork­ 
ing past its sine die adjournment 
hour. 
And it was 
relief 
alone 
that 


brought the members into a spe­ 
cial session last summer to appro­ 
priate an Jh er $l,500.0()(i to see 
the .state’s thoii.<ands ■ f poverty 
stricken families through the win­ 
ter months of 1940.

Wreck Ambitious Pians

16.— (J P)—Here lies the wreckage 
of Benito 
Mussolini’s 
ambitious 
plans for the conquest of Egpyt. 
In this village, where the desert 
meets the sea and the Italians 
made their main stronghold in the 
strip of Egypt they occupied as a 
starting point for their invasion, 
and for miles around it are strewn 
enormous quantities 
of

supplies.
